Despite funding reduction 


CETA program still alive 


By Lynne Locke 

The city of Upland will continue to 
benefit from the federally funded 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) although such 
funding has been reduced, according 
to City Manager Lee Travers. 

President Gerald Ford’s veto of 
the emergency jobs bill threatened 
funding for 27 of Upland’s 70 CETA 
employes, Travers told the City 
Council in a report May 30. 

Upland later received additional 
funds, ‘‘but not as much as we would 
have needed to continue everybody 
for the whole year,’ Travers said 
noting that the cut “means some 
reduction of public services.” 

Upland’s allocation of $429,840 
under the first year of the program

was cut to $352,196 for 1975-1976. 
Cost of the CETA program to the 
city is minimal, including such 
expenses as uniforms and 
equipment. 

Personnel officer Mary Ann Reiss 
said the city was able to keep a total 
of 57 employes by transferring them 
from one CETA category to another. 
Only five employes were laid off 
Other cuts were made through 
attrition as employes quit to take 
other jobs. 

Mrs. Reiss said the original cut in 
funding would have affected the city 
significantly in both the Public 
Works Departments and clerical 
positions.

Kite exhibit to open

Fighting kites, a kite-powered 
skateboard and kite contests are the 
highlights of the opening ceremony 
for ‘‘An International Exhibition of 
Kites’’ 3-5 p.m. Saturday at Chaffey 
College’s Rex. W. Wignall Museum- 
Gallery. 

People of all ages are eligible to 
participate in the George Pocock 
Memorial Kite Competition, honor- 
ing a British kite experimenter. 
experimenter. 

Competition categories, in both 
junior and senior divisions, include 
most innovative kite, most beautiful 
kite and best flying kits. 

Trophies will be awarded for 
winning kites judged by Craig 
Stratton, kite builder and owner of 
Stratton Air Engineering, and 
James Pahl, coordinator of the 
museum-gallery. 

Pocock, a British teacher, set a 
30-mile per hour speed record in 
1825 by harnessing kites to a wagon. 
Five years later Pocock fastened a 
kite to a chair and flew his daughter 
30 feet into the air for the first 
recorded flight of a person and a 
kite 

The afternoon opening also will 
include a Taiwanese kite fight and 
demonstration of how to make a 
fighting kite. The galelry exhibit 
also includes fighting kites from 
India which has developed the most 
maneuverable and aerodynamically 
superior kites, Pahl said 

The string of a fighting kite is 
coated with eggwhite and ground 
glass to make a razor-sharp cutting 
edge. When kite fliers succeed in 
cutting the other kite’s string with 
darting movements of their own 
kite, they win their opponent's kite 
as well as the match, Pahl said 

The 67 kites in the exhibition vary 
greatly from the triangular 
‘American Beauty” kite familiar to 
most children. ‘‘That’s probably the 
dullest kite in the world,’ 
commented Pahl who said kites 
have become an art form

The gallery will show several 
kites made by a Nantucket Island 
kitemaker, featured recently the 
The National Geographic and the 
Smithsonian Institution, Pahl said. 

Oriental and American kites are 
quite different, he said. The 
Japanese have more experience and 
more of a tradition, but Americans 
are making more innovative kites. 

He said the Japanese kite makers 
continue using paper and bamboo to 
construct their kites which include 
bold graphics, traditional paintings, 
and three-dimensional animals 

American kite makers use light- 
weight plastics, fiberglass and 
mylar, chrome-like materials which 
give a modern, ‘‘space-age look,” 
Pahl said 

Some kite makers use the kite 


form as a two-dimensional canvas, 
but others treat kites as three- . 
dimensional flying sculpture, he 
noted. The exhibit includes several - 
three-dimensional kites. 

A person can learn kite making in 
20-30 minutes and can make good ~ 


kites with ‘‘a little practice,” Pahl ~ 


said. Saturday's opening 
demonstrations will show 
spectators the basics of kite design. 
Materials for kite building are 
readily available, Pahl said.

Residents of Montclair are becoming accustomed to 
seeing long caravans of up to 100 bicycles cruising the 
city during the months of June and July. The bike trips 
are part of the summer school program at Ontario- 
Montclair School District’s Lehigh School. 

The participants in the programs are fourth, fifth and 
sixth graders at Lehigh, students of Judy Springer, 
Kathy Munch, and Lead Teacher Elaine Criswell. The 
group has taken 15 trips since the start of summer school 
on June 18 and plans at least four more before it ends on 


July 22. 


The destinations of the trips are points of interest in 
the West End where the Lehigh Students learn about 
local business and government, as well as gain first hand 
insight into possible adult occupations. The three 
teachers involved say that the program is also excellent 


physical education. 


Criswell says that the traveling approach to summer 
school has proved successful. ‘‘The kids really enjoy 
these trips and, as a teacher, I have to say I've never 
seen students more eager to learn. We started with bike- 
safety, a must for this project; now they are all bike- 
safety experts. And they have learned something 
everyplace we have gone,”’ he said. 

“I’ve had field experts — firemen, policemen, 
businessmen — come into the classroom before, and the 
kids responded poorly. But when we visit the places 
where these people work, the kids are fascinated. They 
ask question after question of those in charge and learn 
so much about the grownup world. 

‘The visits reinforce the basic skills, too, because they 
see how such things as math and reading are used in the 
working world,’ said Criswell. ‘‘For example, at Boys 
Market they weighed meat and figured the price, and at 
C & E Lumber they learned how to measure wood in 


square feet. 


“But the most important things they are learning are 
not easily measured. They have grown to cooperate in a 
large group and to feel a part of the community. 
Policemen no longer frighten them and they feel a 
certain fellowship with business people, store owners 
and workers. They are learning to be good citizens.”

Bite the Bullet 





“Bite the Bullet” is a movie based 
on an endurance horse race. It deals 
with the capacity of men, women 
and horses to endure 

The story, entirely fictional, was 
inspired by long-distance horse 
races throughout the world between 
1880 and 1910. 


In the American West these 
contests ranged indistance trom 650 
miles to 1200 miles. They brought 
into competition some of the best 
thoroughbreds, cross-breeds, 
quarter horses and broncos (also 
known as mustangs). “Bronco” 
derives from the Spanish word 
meaning wild or untamed 

Several notable races were: 

Deadwood, South Dakota, to 
Omaha, Nebraska, (early 1880's); 

Galveston, Texas, to Rutland, 
Vermont (1886); and 

Chadron, Nebraska, to Chicago, 
Illionois (1893). 


In 1908 the Denver Post sponsored 
an endurance horse race to promote 
the West, the western horse 
(bronco) and the newspaper itself. 
This race started in Evanston, 
Wyoming, and finished in Denver, 
Colorado — slightly under 700 miles, 

The Denver Post's challenge, 
printed on page one, clacked over 
the telegraph wires from coast to 
coast. *’The western bronc has more 
bottom, more staying power and 
more guts than any other breed ot 
horse.” 

The challenge was not ignored 


More than 70 riders rushed to enter 
their names as contestants. Horse- 
breeders hired champion. rodeo 
riders. Cowboys entered their own 
horses. Bettors, gamblers, grifters, 
drifters, cracker-barrel experts, 
ranchers, ranch-hands, high society 
ladies, expensive whores and crib- 
alley whores gathered for the event. 
They came by train, by carriage. on 
horse, on foot, a few in automobiles 
and some on bicycles. 

When the race route was disclosed 
and the type of terrian became 
known’ — some of the roughest 
badlands, deserts and mountains — 
the 70 contestants dwindled to 25. 

The prize money was $2,500, to be 
divided among the first three to 
finish. 

More than $1 million was wagered 
between Denver and San Frandisco. 

One of the biggest prizes was 
reserved, not for the contestants, 
but for the horse breeders: 
contracts for the breeders of the 
bronco — if the bronco won. The 
U.S. Cavalry Remount Service 
almost always used thoroughbreds. 
(They looked better on parade). The 
buying of horses by the U.S. Cavalry 
was big business. Winning of the 
race by a bronco undoubtedly would 
influence the purchasing agents of 
the cavalry. 

Among the entries were seven 
thoroughbreds: Kentucky, 
Hambletonian or mixed 
thoroughbreds. 

The hotbloods versus the

coldbloods. 

That's what the race became. The 
controversy, the boasts and the 
betting became as “hot as a pistol.” 

It took less than seven days to 
cover the 600-plus miles. Hundreds 
of riders, men, women and children, 
met the leading contestants miles 
from the finish line and rode 
alongside, cheering them on. More 
than 25,000 people gathered at the 
finish line, which was the Denver 
Post building. 

The winning horse was a bronco, 
ridden by a cowboy, Charley 
Workman of Cody, wyoming. 

“Bite the Bullet’’ was filmed for 
approximately three months in 
Valley of Fire, Nevada, about 60 
miles from Las Vegas; in 
Alamogrodo, Taos and Chama, New 
Mexico; and in the snow-covered 
mountains of Colorado. 

Temperatures ranged trom the 
low 20s to the high 90s. Rain, snow. 
sleet and screaming icy winds were 
obstacles, but crew and cast, men 
and women for all seasons, 
continued working. 

The Chama locations were at 
elevations 11,000 feet, making 
breathing and movement difficult 
and providing the company with a 
variety of weather somewhat 
different from — but no worse than 

- it faced in Valley of Fire. There. 
some days, the temperature was in 
the high 80s; on other days, it was in 
the low 50s. And, nearly always,

20 years old today 


It may come as a surprise to 
some, but Disneyland is no longer a 
teenager. In fact the world famous 
“‘theme”’ Park, one of Walt Disney’s 
most ambitious creations, 
celebrates its 20th birthday today 

As Disneyland completes a second 
decade of operation nearly 140 
million guests have visited the park 
since opening day in 1955. Total 
investment for the undertaking has 
grown from $17 million to more than 
$150-million. 

Plans for the amusement park 
took shape in Walt’s mind 20 years 
before actual construction began 
and involved land next to the Disney 
studios in Burbank. 

During those early years, when 
the idea was still a dream, Disney 
spent most of his free time visiting 
varous parks and ‘kiddie lands” 
with his wife and two daughters. He 
never let go of a desire to create a 
place of fantasy where grownups as 
well as children could enjoy 
themselves.

In 1954 the company finally settled 
on buying a site for Disneyland. It 
was 244 acres made up mostly of 
orange groves in the sleepy 
community of Anaheim. ‘‘I needed 
flat land that I could shape up,” 
Disney said. 

Timing for beginning construction 
on the project, as with many of 
Disney’s accomplishments was 
perfect. Amusement parks all over 
the country were dying out. People 
were ready for a Disneyland, and 
Disney gave it to them —just a year 
and a day after breaking ground. 

Building the park presented 
demanding challenges for the 
Disney team. Entirely new concepts 
of construction had to be developed. 
Landscapers were called upon to 
create jungles and forests, as well 
as river banks and immaculate 
flower beds. 

Carpenters and painters along 
with hundreds of craftsmen, from 
dozens of trades, toiled to complete 
a circa-1900 town featuring a City

‘‘Tmagineers’’ at WED 
Enterprises, Disney’s new design 
and engineering firm, went to work 
making elephants that could fly, tea 
cups you could sit in and spin, along 
with ships that also flew through the 
air in Peter Pan’s Flight. 


Wild animals had to be fashioned 
for an exciting Jungle Cruise 
adventure, a ‘‘modern”’ freeway of 
the future was laid out in 
Tomorrowland called the Autopia, 
while at the same time Indian 
villages, a fort and settler’s cabin 
were sprouting up along the banks of 
the ‘rivers of America.” 


As each obstacle was overcome 
Disneyland began to become a 
reality after more than 20-years of 
dreaming. Disney’s flat orange 
groves were indeed shaping up. 


Getting the park ready for opening 
day was not easy and when some 
30,000 invited guests entered for 
their first look things were not 
exactly just right. The hot dogs and 
soft drinks ran out, trash piled up 
faster than it could be picked up and 
restrooms were at a premium. 


However, Disney immediately 
went to work creating his own staff 
of special experts to handle the park 
and during the first year of 
operation 3,800,000 happy and 
satisfied visitors had flocked into 
Disneyland. 


Disney had again accomplished 
the ‘“‘impossible” in spite of the 
many who doubted he would be 
successful, and they were always 
there. Hollywood producers in the 
1930's told him he was making his 
biggest mistake by trying to make a 
full length cartoon feature — they 
were talking about ‘‘Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs.”

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Plastic surgery for breasts 





Health Tips 


EDITOR'S NOTE:

During the past few years 
outstanding advancements 
have been made in the 
plastic surgery procedures 
which result in fuller 
breasts for underdeveloped 
women and the reduction of 
excessive fatty tissue in 
ponderously over-sized 
breasts. 

In the early days of 
surgical breast 
augmentation, sponges 
were inserted in the breasts 
of flat-chested women. 
Since the sponges grewhard 


and rock-like after a time 
(because of tisse growing 
into the holes of the 
sponges) this method was 
discarded as highly 
unsatisfactory. Later came 
the use of silicone injections 
to achieve fuller breasts, 
but this too has been 
abondoned since the 
silicone liquid can migrate 
from the breast area. This 
procedure should be 
condemned since it can be 
dangerous to the patient’s 
health. 

The breast augmentation 
method in use today 
produces highly 
satisfactory results and is 
considered permanent in its 
effects. Candidates for 
breast augmentation are 
usually young women whose 
physical maturation 
proceeded normally in all 
other areas during 








adolescence but stopped 
short of breast 
enlargement. 

Briefly, the surgical 
procedure to breast 
augmentation involves the 
implant of a bag containing 
silicone jel or inflatable 
silicone bags which are 
filled with saline or like 
solution in each breast. 
These bags come in several 
different types, varying in 
size, shape and 
construction, but all have 
the same consistency as a 
normal breast. 

Breast augmentation 
does not usually interfere in 
any way with the normal 
feel and fuction of the 
breasts. Since the implants 
are placed under the 
breasts at the fullest curve, 
the breast tissue itself is not 
disturbed. The two to three 
inch scar from the implant

is hidden by the breast’s 
curve or by a new popular 
approach in which a 
circumaroela incision is 
made just where there is a 
pigment change. In both 
procedures the sensation in 
the breasts and nipples 
usually remains the same 
as before 
augmentation. 

Another important factor 
is that a woman who later 
becomes prgnant will 
lactate and may be able to 
nurse her child normally. 
This is not recommended, 
however, as the available 
infant-feeding formulas are 
usually more than 
satisfactory.

The surgical procedure 
may require a three-day 
hospitalization period. The 
actual surgery takes up to 
two hours and is done under 
a general or local 
anesthetic. It may also be 
done under local anesthetic 
as an outpatient procedure. 
At first the patient will have 
limited arm and body 
movement since the area 
around the breasts will be 
sensitive. A recovery pericd 
of 10 days follows the 
surgery, and patients can 
expect to be back to their 
regular routines within 
three weeks. Your doctor 
will tell you that it may take 
several months before your 


new shape really feels a 
part of you. 

Breast reduction is a 
surgical procedure which 
doctors generally agree 
should be done more often. 
Women with over-sized 
breasts’ suffer from 
backaches, headaches and 
pains in the neck and 
shoulders. Many times it is 
only after surgery, when 
these chronic aches 
disappear, that the true 
cause of their ailments is 
recegnized. 

Plastic surgery to reduce 
breast size includes 
reconstruction and 
reshaping of the breasts as 
well as the elimination of 


excess fatty tissue and 
some benign tumorous 
tissue, if present. In this 
way women gain more 
attractive breasts aS well 
as normalcy of size.By 
reducing the amount of 
breast tissue the incidence 
of malignancy is, therefore, 
reduced. 

The surgical procedure 
involved in breast reduction 
requires three to four days 
of hospitalization and a 
slightly longer time for 
recovery than for 
augmentation. Following 
breast reduction there may 
be decreased sensation in 
the nipple, and the patient 
usually can never lactate 
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(nurse a baby). 

One further factor which 
your doctor may point out is 
that there is no increase in 
mamary cancer with either 
breast augmentation or 
breast reduction. He will 
also advise you that valid 
and reasonable goals are 
important for the 
successful psvclolc gical 
benefits which result from 
any plastic surgery 
procedures. 

If you are considering 
mamaplasty and do not 
know a plastic surgeon, 
your family doctor or local 
county medical society can 
refer you to specialists in 
this field.
